NAACP asks for the resignation 
of Belle Glade's city manager

Citing insensitivity to the 
black community, the Glades 


* Area Branch of the NAACP is 


calling for the resignation of 
Belle Glade's City Manager 
Lomax Harrelle, 

Interim Branch President 
Larry Konchellah, in a news 
conference last:Saturday said 
Mr. Harrelle practices discrimi- 
nation in hiring and does not 
consult the city's Black leader- 
ane on crucial issues. 


He referred to the hiring of 
Jim Humphrey, who is white, 
to fill the vacant assistant city 
manager position approximate- 
ly two years ago when several 
black applicants were 
available. 

When the position came open 
again six months ago, Mr. 
Konchellah was one of the 
applicants, 

The position was given to a 
white female, Sue Teets, even 
though Mr. Konchellah said 


there were again more 
qualified African- American 
applicants. 


Mr. Harrelle defended his 
choice at the time, saying "Mrs. 
Teets measures up as an 
outstanding candidate for the 
position. 

“The City of Belle Glade, and 
its citizens, are fortunate to 
have a‘person of this caliber in 
their employment. 

“The opportunity to fill a 
vacancy with a candidate that 


is so thoroughly qualified and 
who has so proven her skills 
locally is a rare occasion for city 
government,” he added. 

Mr. Konchellah also criticized 
the city's lack of black depart- 
ment heads or assistants. 

"In fact, there is only one 
African-American in a major 
professional position within the 
City of Belle Glade,” he said. 


"because of Mr. Harrelle's | 


clear and blatant prejudice in 
his hiring practices, he has 
chosen not to include African- 


Americans'in the running of. 


the affairs of the city. 

"Mr. Harrelle has not 
implemented and neither. will 
he adhere to an Affirmative 
Action Program," said 
Konchellah. 

In calling for the city 
manager's resignation, Mr. 
Konchellah noted the Glades 
suffers from a lack of year- 
round jobs. He said he feels Mr.

Youth group wants old 
PHS site for recreation

A letter and other documents 
received from the Palm Beach 
County School Board indicate 
the school board is willing to let 
the city renovate and use the 
old Pahokee High School 
buildings, according to City 
Manager Ken Schenck, 

Mr. Schenck presented the 
information to commissioners 
at last Tuesday's regular City 
Commission meeting. 

A local citizens group has 
been seeking to use the school's 
gym and other buildings for 
youth recreation. 

Patricia Wallace, executive 
director of Concerned Youth 
Community Improvement, told 
the commission her group was 
concerned about the lack of 
suitable facilities for the city's 
youth recreation p programs. 

“CYCI kas wanted the school 


site for some time, and Mrs. . 
Wallace reminded com 
sioners of the commission's 
earlier promises to-renovate 
the gym for recreational uses. 

But now the city faces a 
financial bind, said Mayor 
Ramon Horta. 

“He expressed concerns the 
city could finance the initial 
renovations but be unable to _ 
pay ongoing monthly costs at 
the site. 

"We'd be looking at a big li Dt 
bill (with the gym ait- 
conditioned)" said the Mayor. _ 

"I don't want to spend 
$20,000, even if half of it is

Pahokee commission 
approves final budget

The Pahokee City Commis- 


: ` sion last Tuesday night voted 


final approval for the city's 
1992 - 1993 

-Using the rollback millage 
rate of 6.843, the total budget 
is $2,276,621, based on 
revenues in the same amount. 

Public Safety is the biggest 
budget item, with $1,136,596, 
and general government is 
second with $485,677. 

Other expenditures listed in 

documents are: 

$303,183 for culture and 
recreation; 

$140,894 for transportation; 


$121,384 for debt service; 

$88,887 for fleet service. 

Commissioners also approved 
a budget of $1,796,092 for the 
Enterprise Fund (Public Util- 
ities Department) and $106,500 
for the campground/marina 
facility and $485,224 for 
garbage/solid waste collection 
and disposal. 

‘The commission also adopted 
an ordinance amending the 
city's code regarding mobile 
homes and recreational vehicles. 

The ordinance allows “up- 
grade” replacement of deter- 
iorating mobile homes in 
mobile home parks which were 
lawful on September 1, 1979, 


but have since been rezoned or 
reclassified. 

In other business, Mayor 
Horta said he had received a 
number of complaints about 
water bills. 

Mr. Schenck replied that 
there were several factors 
contributing to the higher bills 
reported by residents, including 
late meter readings due to 
inclement weather. 

Mr. Schenck said he had 
made "adjustments" to the bills 
of residents "where appropriate”. 

"If those individuals (with 
water bill complaints) will come 
see me, we will address each 
case" he said.

Approximately 30 percent ofall 
crimes in Florida . are 
committed by ~ juvenile 
offenders.

Boulevard, say officials for the 
Zora Neale Hurston Roof: 
Garden Museum i 

"I want to see us get that 
land because it is the ideal’ 
location for the museum,” said 
Cartheda Konchellah, museum 
president and executive 
director. The land is located: 
across the street from Lake 
Shore Middle School. 

The.board held a press con- 
ference Monday to say they: 
reject the County Commission's; 
directive that they move into 
the Lake Shore Civic Center. 

The museum would have to; 
share the facility with the Boys: 
and Girls Club of America, if 
the city decides to let that 
organization use part of the 
center. 

Mrs. Konchellah said the 
Civic Center space they would 
be allotted is only slightly 
larger than the area they are 
now using at The Meeting 
Place on SW 4th Street. 

The museum board made a 
request for a $100,000 grant 
from the County Commission to 
purchase the land. County 


“commissioners voted 5-1 last 


week to deny the grant. 

They suggested the museum 
could use’ part of the civic 
center in conjunction with the 


Boys and Girls Club of 
America. 

County Commissioner Ken 
Foster said he at first suppor- 
ted the land acquisition, when 
Mrs. Konchellah told him the 
purchase price was $62,000. 

“Suddenly,” he said, "the price 
jumped to $100,000.” 

"I supported the museum 
throughout, and I still support 
the museum," said Mr. Foster, 
“but you know how difficult it is 
to get funds for the Glades. I 
have to be very careful what I 
ask for.” 

. Mr. Foster said the Boys and 
Girls Club has been looking for 
new facilities and this seemed 
to be the ideal solution. 

"This may be a way we can 
all win,” Mr. Foster said. 

Mrs. Konchellah said when 
she approached Mr. Foster 
concerning support for the 
grant, she had hoped the 
purchase price would be 
$62,000. 

"I offered them (EPC) $62,000 
and they did not accept. Then 
$75,000,” she said. 

The museum paid for an 
appraisal on the property and it 
was appraised at $95,000. 

The land is owned by 
Everglades Progressive Cit- 
izens(EPC). Mrs. Konchellah is 
a stockholder in the corporation 
which she says her father 
founded. But, she says, it is in 
receivership and is defunct. 

"My father was the founder of 
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A 1964 Classic with Country Music’s 
All-Time Greatest Stars - 


Everglade Progressive Citizens,” 
she said, "and when he passed 
away in 1979 I inherited some 
of his stock.” 

The corporation had a $2 
million court judgment levied 
against it after two women 
were burned in an apartment 
fire. 

Mrs. Konchellah said the 
corporation. had assets of 
approximately $900,000, "so 
even after they liquidate the 
assets there will be no money 
left," she said. 

"My stock is worthless.” 

Mrs. Konchellah said the 
museum board will begin to 
pursue private options to 
purchase the land for the, 
museum, 

At the September 8 Belle 
Glade Commission meeting, 
Mrs. Konchellah submitted 
1,137 petition signatures 
supporting the museum's 
request for the grant and 
opposing the museum's 
proposed location in the civic 
center. 

A petition was signed by 99 
citizens opposing the county 
grant to the Hurston Museum 
to purchase the land. 

In a 17-page press release, 
Mrs. Konchellah outlined the 
sequences of events that led up 
the the county's rejection of the 
grant.

Harrelle-has not made an effort 
to recruit industries and 
companies to the area. 

"He has failed miserably in 
pis area,” Konchellah said. 

As an example, he cited the 
issue of the Surface Water Im- 
provement and Management 
plan (SWIM). 

"This is one such issue that 
the city manager has not 
consulted the black community 
on, in spite of the grower's 
estimation that 15,000 jobs 
‘hay be lost. 

"Belle Glade has a 60 percent 
black population,” Mr. Kon- 
chellah said. 

"It is therefore reasonable to 
expect that a large majority of 
the total jobs lost may 
disproportionately affect the 
black population. 

" This would be disastrous.”

officers say the trio left. Once 
they were back on SR 80, 
PBCSO deputies attempted to 
do a traffic stop to catch the 
thieves.

I also saw the 
compassion and dedication of farmers as they extended a helping hand to our neighbors in 
need. Several hundred employees and volunteers traveled to South Dade, while the rest of 
you worked here at home to support the relief efforts. All of you should be equally as proud 
of the significant contributions that were made. It was a long three weeks for all of you, but I 
know that every mile driven and every hour worked was equaled by a smile, a thank you, or 
in some cases, tears of gratitude. 

I want to thank each one of you for your selfless dedication and compassion. You are 
the reason we can all take pride in being a part of the U.S. Sugar family.

New law requires personal flotation device for children 


Effective October 1, all 
children under the age of six 
years will be required to wear 
personal flotation devices while 
boating on Florida's waterways. 

The new state law applies to 
infants and young children 
aboard all private and 
commercial motorboats, 
sailboats, and other vessels 
measuring less than 26 feet in 
length, when such vessels are 
“underway,” meaning at all 
times except when anchored, 
moored, or aground. 

The personal flotation devices 
(PFDs) must be type I, II, or III 
Coast Guard-approved. 
Although parents are 
responsible for purchasing 
proper-fitting PFDs for their 
children, boat owners and 
operators ultimately will be 
held responsible for compliance. 
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Violators face a $35 fine for 
each infraction. 

Major Kent Thompson, 
boating safety coordinator with 
the Florida Marine Patrol, 
urges all parents and boat 
owners to use care in selecting 
the proper devices for their 
youngsters, 

"Read the label to make sure 
the measurements are approp- 
riate for your child's size and 
weight,” Thompson said. "Tb see 
if the PFD fits properly, fasten 
it around the child and lift at 
the shoulders. If it gives more 
than three inches, it's too big. 
It's better to go to a slightly 
smaller size than to have one 
that's too big,” he added. 

"We can't stress enough the 
importance of selecting a high 
quality, proper-fitting device,” 
Thompson said. 

Collared PFDs are 
recommended for those children 
who have a fear of the water,
